The so-called monopoly industries are having a 
clearance sale for low-income and minimal-use con- 
sumers 

Telephone ad utility companies, long watched for 
overpricing, have been moving toward a system of lifeline 
rates, that is reduced charges for customers with 
poverty-level income. The banking industry, also criticized 
for stiff fees, may consider schemes that offer lower fees as 
well 

All of which bodes well for CSUS students, most of 
whom earn much less than the estimated $! | 000 poverty 
level. For those not already using lifeline, registration may 
be just a phone call away 

Pacific Bell lifeline services are available to all people 
regardless, but they have to meet two main requirements 
to be eligible: 1) the total household income per year has 
to be under $11,000 and 2) only one telephone number 
per household can be on each monthly bill, said Vaughn 
Corbridge, sales representative for Pacific Bell. 

Applicants must sign a lifeline certificate verifying that 
they qualify for the two criteria. This certificate is then 
verified by the PUC to make sure all applicants conform to 
PUC standards. Applicants must call the local Pacific Bell 
office for more information 

Customers are billed $1.48 for the first 30 local calls, 
31-40 calls are 10¢ extra, and more than 40 are 15¢ extra. 
This service also offers half-off installation, for $17.25, and

Prior to July, the basic billing was $2.56 a month, a 
deposit was required and the installation fee was $34.50 
Average monthly costs are cut directly in half, according to 
Linda Bahn, Pacific Bell marketing representative 

“Providing a specific amount of energy at a lower cost 
and intending to encourage energy conservation by 
charging more for energy use exceeding the actual quantity 
is what Pacific Gas and Electric (PG&E) and the 
California Public Uulities Commission (CPUC) are trving 
to do,” said Clyde Walthall, senior public information 
representative of PG&E 

The PUC adjusted baseline (special services) gas and 
electric quantities and rates to ease the recent transition 
from lifeline to baseline. The switch to baseline came in 
response to rate-payer concern and a legislative resolution, 
and resulted in slightly more expensive discount rates 

The program took effect last May, according to 
Walthall. After the state legislature revised a section of 
the PUC to replace lifeline quantities of gas and electricity 
with baseline quantities 

“As a result of the baseline changes, I agree there has 
heen a rate increase in monthly billings,” said Walthall 

“With the original baseline quantities, 75 percent of 
PG&F’s electric water heating customers, 22 percent of 
the gas heating customers, and | 4 percent of the all-electric 
customers could have experienced a winter bill increase of 
more than 5 percent due only to the change from lifeline to 
baseline. Some increases could have been as high as 25 
percent,” said Walthall. 
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Complaints Cloud

According to Walthall, focusing on al! the complaints, 
the common perception of rate-payers seemed to be that 
the baseline program was an unfair reduction from their 
lifeline allowance and a disincentive to conservation 

The original baseline quantities were consistent with 
baseline legislation, but strict interpretation of the 
legislation resulted in large biil increases to some 
customers. In response, the state Legislature passed a 
resolution asking the CPUC to revise the baseline 
quantities to ensure that no customers received large bill 
increases 

The new baseline quantities are the first step toward the 
new “Phasing-in” process for the baseline rate system 
Users are charged either for their original baseline 
quantity, or their former lifeline allowance minus 100 
kilowatt hours (electric) or 10 therms (gas), whichever is 
more 

According to Walthall, under the new baseline 
quantities, winter bill increases due only to baseline will be 
minimized. No gas customers will experience a bill 
increase of more than 5 percent, and the maximum 
monthiy bil! increase due to baseline this winter will be 
$2. No electric water heating customers will experience a 
bill increase due to baseline, and only | percent of PU&k’s 
all-electric customers will experience bill increases of more 
than 5 percent due to baseline.

This is a ume when Broadway is moving away from

Yet in spite of more conservative trends, Cats is tops 
in Manhattan. Ina certain sense, this ts bizarre. for there

Unhke most histone Broadway productions that 
feature songs suited both for plot, popular radio and 
record buving taste, Cats sports only one song of such 
merit.

Evening shows are worse. The reason for all the Cass 
adulavion is simple: Cats fills a need. New Yorkers live 
in one of the coldest cities on earth, and theatre here 
iften mirrors this coldness. There has been, for the past 
two decades here an emphasis on relevance in theatre 
and again, Cars defies convention 

This is not to say that Cass 1s not relevant, it is. But 
this show ts relevantin a personal sense.

\s a protest to these and other 
problems, the faculty of these CSUS 
schools recently passed a resolution 
listing their complaints and actions 
for short-term solutions. The resolu- 
tion was then sent to other schools in 
the system, local legislators, the media 
and the CSU chancellor's office to 
gain support for their cause 

The four-point resolution recom- 
mends that departments hire new 
faculty members at the instructor or 
assistant professor rank, that part- 
time faculty teach only 25 percent or 
less of the classes ina department, that 
enrollment be lowered to keep re 
sources in line with student mayors, 
and that other schools be noufied of 
the resolution 

The problem revolves on the 
inability to hire new professors to fill 
the approximately 10 openings in the 
computer science and vanous busi 
ness departments at CSUS. Current 
faculty members want to maintain a 
departmental hierarchy and give new 
faculty room for growth Thus, they 
recommend that new faculty mem- 
bers be brought in at the instructor or 
associate professor rank so the road 
toward tenure takes several years 
Currently, new professors can only be 
attracted at the top of the associate 
professor rank, one step below the 
tenured full professor level 

The high demand for instructors 
with doctorates in these hard-to-hire 
fields makes CSUS compete with the 
University of California system, 
private business and other schools 
throughout the country. By compari- 
son, a mid-range assistant professor at 
CSUS earns $22,080 per year, while 
someone with the same degree and 
experience earns $42,300 at UC 
Davis for an equivalent job. A full 
professor at the highest rank earns 
$38,664 at CSUS, $67.£90 at Davis 
In January, the Davis pay scales are 
increasing so that for example, the full

energy used per kilowatt hour,” said 
Karen Vaira of SMUD. “Each cus- 
tomer has a base charge and a service 
charge.” 

Building and maintaining lines 
and providing a meter are included in 
the service charge. “The more energy 
a consumer uses, the more they pay,” 
said Vaira. “Each kwh costs 4.7 cents 

The banking industry, perhaps 
because it is less monopolistic and 
more competitive, has been lagging in 
the trend to provide lifeline rates 

“Right now we (Bank of Amer- 
ica) have regular checking account 
programs, but in terms of a standard 
lifeline product there really is not 
anything that fits under the lifeline 
description,” said Richard Beebe, 
semor public relations office for the 
bank 

“Although we have no current 
plans for a lifeline product, we are 
constantly looking at new and differ- 
ent ways of serving the many banking 
markets in California. 

Lifeline supporters say that since 
phone services and bank accounts are 
so fundamental to life, everyone 
should have them, even people who 
cannot pay.

A local electromics industry source 
said that an electrical engineer with a 
doctorate has the potential to eart 
anywhere from $70,000 per year to 
more than $100,000 

The resolution points out the 
problems that these drastic pay 
discrepancies create. However, Don 
Gillott, dean of the CSUS School of 
Engineering and Computer Science 
said the resolution is “not meant as 4 
threat, but to express our concern 
about maintaining high quality 
programs.” 

CSUS Provost Sandra Barkdull 
said, “I feel that the resolution is a 
signal of total frustration on the part 
of the faculty, and that bothers me 
Salanes have to be adjusted so we 
have a chance to attract faculty, not 
Just in engineering and business, but 
in other disciplines as well 

Protessor Trevor Davey, who 
spearheaded the resolution, said 
“The UC has always paid about 10 to 
15 percent more thunCSU. Five years 
ago our different promotion rates 
made the salanes about the same over 
the span of ume. However, in the last 
five vears UC became concerned 
about hard-to-hire areas. We didn't 

Some faculty members are not 
happy about the idea of differential 
Salaries being introduced into the new 
contract. Academic senate Chau 
Peter Shattuck admitted that he has 
had several calls from faculty mem 
bers who plan to vote against contract 
raufication because of the separate 
salary scales for hard-to-hire areas. In 
the contract, there would be a 22 
percent increase for assistant profes- 
sors, and Il percent increase for 
associate professors, and an & percent 
increase for full professors in hard-to 
hire areas

“It’s a start in the nght 
direction. We've done everything we 
can tor now. It depends on the 
yenerosity of the Legislature and the 
ROVernOr si 

San Jose State University (SJSU) 
may feel the problem more keenly 
than any other university. The school 
rests in the heart of Silicon Valley, the 
country’s center of high technology, 
integrated circuits and computers 
The business and engineering schools 
at SISU have 30 to 40 openings 
unfilled, work with a high percentage 
of part-time faculty, and have had 
impacted programs (restricted enrol 
ment) for years, according to Asso 
ciate Engineering Dean Don My 
ronuk of SISE 

“To think about offenng a young 
Ph.D such an abysmal salary is 
embarrassing.” Myronuk said. “How- 
ever, to insist on hiring at the instruc- 
tor Or assistant professor level is 
begging the question. I feel that part of 
the resolution has little merit. How- 
ever, the second point (cutuing back 
enrollment) is commendable.” 

Myronuk pointed out that SJSU is 
able to attract some faculty members 
by helping to line up consulting jobs 
for the summer. That is an option 
easily worked out in San Jose, but not 
“) easy in Sacramento where high

Consequences of the inability to 
hire new faculty may be fewer class 
offerings and fewer students being 
accepted into the programs. Faculty 
are apparently affected by the skewed 
hierarchy, heavier counseling loads, 
and lack of upward mobility. Some 
argue that a faculty member hired so 
near the top can become dissatisfied 
after only a few years because there is 
no room to grow, and those hired 
earlier have morale problems when 
they see faculty with less experience 
earning the same or even more pay 

As SISU President Gail Fullerton 
said in an address two years ago, “We 
need to hire engineering professors 
and we cannot hire at our current 


salaries. It ts that simple — and that 


difficult.”
